Dr.  Lipstadt  is  both  an  outstanding  scholar  and  a 
fascinating  speaker.  Her  latest  book,  Denying  the 
Holocaust:  The  Secret  Assault  on  Truth  and 
Memory,  received  the  highest  critical  acclaim 
this  summer  in  The  New  York  Times,  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Post  and  other  major  publications.  In  a 
front  page  review  in  its  July  1 1  book  section,  The 
New  York  Times  praised  the  book  as  "important 
and  impassioned"  which  "could  not  have  come 
at  a  better  time."  It  is  the  first  full  length  study  of 
the  history  of  those  who  attempt  to  deny  the 
Holocaust.  In  addition,  Dr.  Lipstadt  participated 
in  designing  the  section  of  the  United  States 
Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  dedicated  to  the 
American  response  to  the  Holocaust. 


Her  topic  for  the  lecture  is  "Holocaust  Denial:  A

MINYANIM  THIS  YEAR! 
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From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

“Ufros  Aleinu  Sukkat  Shlomecha  ” 

"Spread  over  us  the  shelter  (sukkah)  of  your 
peace,”  we  say  to  God  every  morning  when  we 
recite  the  Hashkivenu  prayer. 

In  its  most  general  sense,  this  prayer  speaks  of 
God  as  guardian  and  protector  of  the  people 
Israel.  In  its  more  specific  sense,  this  prayer  asks 
God  for  protection  from  the  dangers  of  the 
evening,  as  darkness  brings  on  a  whole  host  of 
fears  and  vulnerabilities. 

On  the  holiday  of  Sukkot,  we  can  give  these 
words  a  new  meaning.  Just  as  night  reminds  us 
of  our  vulnerability,  so,  too,  does  the  sukkah 
with  its  temporary  walls  and  temporary  ceiling. 
Both  night  and  the  sukkah  remind  us  that  it  is 
God  to  whom  we  must  turn  for  ultimate  protec¬ 
tion. 

Said  the  medieval  moralist  Isaac  Aboab,  "The 
sukkah  is  designed  to  warn  us  that  we  are  not  to 
put  our  trust  in  the  size  or  strength  or  beauty  of 
our  home,  though  it  may  be  filled  with  precious 
things;  nor  must  we  rely  upon  the  help  of  any 
human  being,  however  powerful.  But  let  us  put 
our  trust  in  the  great  God  whose  word  called  the 
universe  into  being.” 

Moadim  L'simha!  May  your  Holiday  be  joyous!

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All  About  Sukkot 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name  from  the 
sukkah,  the  temporary  dwelling  or  booth  built 
especially  for  the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of 
Leviticus:  "I  did  cause  the  children  of  Israel  to 
dwell  in  booths  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the 
Land  of  Egypt."  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a 
reminder  to  all  generations  of  God's  redemption 
of  the  Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the  Land  of 
Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  the 
Land  and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an  etrog,  a 
lulav,  myrtles,  and  willows.  The  lulav  is  a 
branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  together 
with  three  short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves 
(hadasim)  and  two  branches  of  the  willow  tree 
(aravot).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon,  but 
it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a  pitom , 
a  small  protuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  different 
species  together  serves  as  an  example  to  us  of 
how  all  Jews,  different  thought  we  may  be  from 
one  another,  must  be  bound  together  into  one 
unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two  points 
in  the  morning  service,  during  Hallel,  right  after 
the  morning  amidah,  and  during  Hoshanot,  each 
day  of  the  holiday  when  we  march  around  the 
synagogue  with  them  in  a  magnificent  proces¬ 
sion,  except  on  the  Sabbath. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th  day  of 
Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are  observed  as 
major  festival  days.  The  next  five  days  are  Hoi 
Hamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days  of  the  festival. 
These  days  are  half-holidays,  for  while  most 
labor  is  permitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  we  continue  to  eat  meals  in  the  sukkah  and 
to  make  the  blessings  over  the  four  minim,  wav¬ 
ing  them  during  the  recitation  of  the  Hallel  and 
when  marching  with  them  during  the  hymns 
(Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter  Sukkah, 
named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and  May  Ellen  Rit¬ 
ter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof  and  decorated  by 
the  Parents  Association,  under  the  direction  of 
Judy  Katz. 

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah  fol¬ 
lowing  every  service  during  Sukkot  and  dinner 
is  served  there  every  night  of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a  separate 
holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called  Shemini 
Atzeret.  the  "Eighth  Day  of  Assembly.”  We  no 
longer  eat  in  the  sukkah  and  in  Israel  prayers  for 
rain  are  recited  during  the  service.  The  Yizkor 
Memorial  Prayers  are  recited  on  Shemini 
Atzeret. 

Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the  joyous 
festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  "Rejoicing  of 
Torah."  It  is  during  the  morning  service  on 
Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse  and  the  first

New  Book  By 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
To  Be  Published  Next  Year 

A  new  book  by  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  by  Jason  Aronson,  Inc.  in  1994.  The  book 
is  a  sequel  to  his  earlier  book,  Jewish  Legends  of 
the  Second  Commonwealth.  But  while  the  earlier 
book  covered  some  six  centuries,  the  new  vol¬ 
ume  will  deal  with  a  period  of  only  fifty  years, 
from  70  C.E.  to  approximately  120  C.E.  This  lat¬ 
ter  period  was  a  critical  one  in  Jewish  history 
since  it  included  the  first  generation  after  the 
destruction  of  the  Second  Temple  and  Jerusalem 
and  Jews  had  to  deal  with  altogether  new  condi¬ 
tions  in  Jewish  life.  The  work  of  the  rabbis  and 
scholars  of  those  fifty  years  assured  the  continu¬ 
ity  of  Judaism.  The  new  book  tells  their  stories 
and  the  legends  about  them  and  their  times.
